The meeting was called to order.with Mayor Miller presiding.

Upon motion of Councilman Alford, the reading of the minutes was
dispensed with*

Pursuant to public notice, the public hearing on the proposal of
St. Mary's Catholic Church to extend Mount Calvary Cemetery was opened.

The following persons then appeared and were heard in support of the
proposed extension: FATHER McALISTER, representing St. Mary's Catholic
Church, owner; and'JOHN CARPENTER, representing the owners of the property
to "be sold for such extension.

The following persons then appeared and were heard in opposition to
the proposed extension: HENRY UMPSHIRE, LEWIS HOWARD, LOUIS LUBDEOKE,
MR. and MRS. H. M. IUTLOTE, MR. PARKER, MRS. EDGAR MATHEWS. and
MRS. AJTOERSOH, as spokesmen, for a large delegation of surrounding property
owners present, declaring that such extension would greatly deteriorate
the value of their property.

After hearing "both proponents and opponents in the matter, a suggest-
ion was.offered by Mayor Miller that, in lieu of the present proposed ex-
tension, a portion of Memorial Park Cemetery might "be purchased for such
purpose.

The Mayor then called for a vote on the question of the present pro-
posal of St. Mary's Catholic Church to extend Mount Calvary Cemetery, those
in favor of the proposal voting aye; those opposed, no. The result was:
